John Sfire sent me this photo last week of the 88' Hargrave 
Sky Lounge BOBBI TOO being launched forthe 2015 
summer season at the Burger yard in Manitowoc with their 
500 ton lift. As I looked at John's picture it was hard not to 
be struck by the symbolism in the image. 


You see, a lifetime ago Jack Hargrave, who founded our 
company, was working in the design office for Tommy 
Rybovich at the family boatyard in Palm Beach when 
Rybovich's number one customer Charlie Johnson decided 
he wanted to build a motoryacht as a mothership for his 
Rybovich sportfish. After talking it over, the family decided 
not to start building motoryachts and suggested Charlie 
go upstairs and take a look at the yacht designs "young 
Johnny Hargrave" had been developing on his own since 
graduating from Westlawn. 


Charlie went upstairs to Tommy Rybovich's office and met 
with Jack, liked what he saw, and on a handshake Mr. 
Johnson launched the career of one of America's most 
influential naval architects. 


Big guys can do that - they change the course of history 
with just a handshake. When Mr. Johnson's yacht was 
launched (see photo), the 90' 1957 Burger SILVER SEAS set 
the styling standard for a generation of American yachts 
built by Burger and Hatteras. Now, almost sixty years later, 
there is a Hargrave yacht sitting in the slings at the Burger 
Boat Company. Funny how things come full circle.

Longtime yacht owner Jan Verkerk is 
about to launch what he sees 
as the ultimate global-explorer yacht

Y OU MIGHT THINK Owning a 228-footniotoryacht that Can take 
as many as 26 guests would be enough for one man. Not for Jan 
Verkerk. He owns Sherakhan, a charter yacht that he converted 
from a training vessel in 2005 and that has taken him everywhere 
from St. Tropez to Antarctica, and he has now decided that he 
wants to do much, much more. This summer, he will launch Legend, a 254-foot 
expedition yacht that will be the only Class A1 icebreaker for charter on the plan- 
et. He plans to base her in Antarctica starting each December and in Norway 
and Greenland starting each May — to chase the polar summers across Earth. 

''What I learned in the years spent transforming N/zera/c/zan into the mega- 
yacht that she is today and the subsequent years of owning and running her as a 


Legend originally was built for the Soviet Union. She will soon be the only Class A1 icebreaker charter yacht in the world.

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charter business have proved invaluable 
in my attitude and knowledge for the re- 
build oi Legend,” Verkerk says. 

That rebuild has included the creation 
of a reliable engine room and high-end 
air-conditioning systems, and figuring 
out where to locate areas like the galley 
and crewmess. “All are important when 
rebuilding a yacht of any size ” Verkerk 
says, “let alone a 73. 5 -meter.'' 

Legend will have a hull made for ad- 
venture, and also special toys that will 
make the ultimate excursions possi- 
ble in the most rugged locations. Her 
C-Explorer 3 submarine from U-Boat 
Worx and her Eurocopter EC135 T1 will 
allow fun on, below and above the water. 

“Her sub will be able to go under ice 
floes," says Sacha Williams at Camper & 
Nicholsons International, which is mar- 
keting Legend for charter. “She can op- 
erate helicopters commercially, which 
is rare in yacht charter. It's incredible." 

Icon Yachts and Diana Yacht Design 
worked with Verkerk on rebuilding the 
vessel, everything but the hull and main 
engines. Interior renderings have not 
been released, but iiSherakhan is any 
example, then Legend will be as luxuri- 
ous inside as she is rugged outside. 

“I wanted to create a luxury vessel 
that could make all itineraries possible," 
Verkerk says. “Anything and everything 
is possible on board." ©

DISTANCE READY 


The Selene 42 Europa seems well suited for voyaging enthusiasts.

T he coast of baja Califor- 
nia from San Diego to La Paz. 
The coast of British Co- 
lumbia from Seattle to the 
Broughton Islands.

Port Everglades entrance, with a stiff 
onshore wind stacking up an ebbing 
flow that roiled the waters. 

Chen's expertise with deep-draft (4 
feet 8 inches), full-keel displacement 
hulls was immediately obvious. The 
42 ' s deep forefoot and sharp entry made 
quick work of cleaving the tall, closely 
packed waves, while the extra volume 
and flare forward made for a dry ride 
without excessive pitch. Power was a 
single, 180-horsepower John Deere 
4045AFM85 diesel, which helped pro- 
duce a top speed of 9.7 knots burning 
9.5 gph. This yacht can cruise efficiently 
in the 7- to 8-knot range, with the engine 
burning just 4.2 to 6.5 gph. 

A 740 -gallon fuel capacity gives the 
42 a theoretical range of 680 nautical 
miles, with a 10 percent fuel reserve, at 
top speed. Pull the throttle back to 8.2 
knots and the range rises to 1,092 nm. 


This kind of efficiency means added 
safetyprizedby many distance cruisers. 

The 42 has a large flybridge with an 
extension that overlaps the aft deck 
and the side decks well forward, leaving 
plenty of room to carry a RIB overhead. 
There's a comfortable bench and dinette 
for four abaft the twin helm chairs, and 
an outdoor locker opposite. 

This yacht's interior is flawlessly fit- 
ted in hand-selected, straight-grain light 
teak, which integrates well with granite 
(or Corian) galley countertops and de- 
signer fabrics throughout. There's a 
comfortable seating and stowage area 
aft, as well as a long galley to port, just 
opposite the helm. A double helm bench 
seat is comfortable for one or two peo- 
ple, and the outward opening door to the 
starboard side deck is welcome when op- 
erating short-handed. 

“The Luke Brown basic boat is well 
outfitted from the shipyard," Capt. Bosch 
said. “We also specify extras like a 9 kW 
genset, Side-Power 8 hp stern thruster, 
Cruisair reverse-cycle air conditioning, a 
fuel polisher and more. It's almost cruise- 
away ready —just add AV electronics, nav 
electronics, stabilizers and a dinghy." 

Measuring almost 45 feet length 
overall and abeamy 14 feet 6 inches, the 
Selene 42 Europahas the size and build 
to go the distance. O

FOOTSTEPS 


Going ashore at Ellis Island brings this boater closer to her family.

ON FEB. 1, 1905, ayoung 
Slovak named Jossef 
Galvanek arrived in New 
York City aboard Slavonia. 
According to the ship's 
manifest, he was 16 years 
old with $10 to his name, 
trying to reach his father in 
Carteret, New Jersey. The 
fact that Jossef s record ex- 
ists at Ellis Island means he 
likely crossed the Atlantic 
as a passenger in steerage. 
Had he been in first or sec- 
ond class, he would've been 
able to skip the lines that 
sometimes grew as long as 
5,000 immigrants per day. 

A year later, on March 
30, 1906, 18-year-old 
Anna Tomalla came from 


Hungary onRhein. Her job 
was listed as servant, and 
she didn't have a penny. She 
too was bound for Carteret, 
and apparently desperate to 
get there. Her name is first 
orvRhein’^ manifest. 

They met at a dance, 
married and found work, 
Jossef as a butcher and 
Anna as a maid. When their 
son, Edward, was born in 
1915, Jossef scolded Anna 
for talking to him in Slovak. 
At home, they both began 
speaking English so little 
Ed could excel at school. 

He became an engineer 
who, among other things, 
helped install saltwater-to- 
freshwater converters on 
the battleship Missouri. 

Ed was a saver who 
rebuilt everything from 
vacuums to car engines, and 
he ultimately saved enough 
money to buy a lake house 
where his own children and 
grandchildren could play in

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the summers. He lined the 
dock with a ski boat, a Hobie 
Cat and a canoe. When 
I came along as his first 
grandchild in the 1970s, he 
built The Aquaplane — a 
rudimentary tow toy made 
of a long board, a few slats to 
support my heels and a rope 
for me to hold. Later, he 
added a Sunfish to the fleet 
so I could learn to sail. 

On May 21, 2015, 1 
stepped ashore on Ellis 
Island like so many boaters 


do, having docked at a Hud- 
son River marina and taken 
the Statue Ferry for a tour. 1 
walked into the room where 
Jossef and Anna once stood, 
not knowing each other or 
their futures in America. 
Tears welled in my eyes. 

Their son Ed died a mil- 
lionaire not long ago, and 1, 
their great-granddaughter, 
now cruise on superyachts. 

Not bad for the first 
110 years and a $10 start 
in America. O

SANLORENZO’S 
COMPANY MOTTO

this Italian builder is rarely about standard fea- 
tures because, well, the features aren't really stan- 
dard. We like to think of Sanlorenzo as an Italian 
tailor, which made our introduction to O, the name 
of the first SDII2, all the more revealing. 

F irst you should know that the SDII2 as a model 
fills a gap in the company line of semidisplacement 
yachts between the SD92 and SDI22 (which recent- 
ly was extended to 126 feet). The II2 is an entirely 
new hull, not a stretched or sawed-off version of 
an existing mold. And, judging by the casual com- 
ments of the captain of our test yacht — which was 
caught in the Gulf Stream in square-edged 6- to 
8 -footers on an early shakedown — it's as seawor- 
thy as it is eyeworthy. 

Sanlorenzo's design team created a profile that, 
at first glance, appears to be a well-proportioned 
two-deck yacht, but the SDII2 is a trideck with a 
raised (or lowered) pilothouse and a sumptuous 
main-deck owner's suite. 

The owner of O is an architect who arrived with 
a sheaf of ideas, and several changes were made 
from the base layout. For example, the SD series 
usually has curved doors from the afterdeck to the

salon, but this owner wanted more deck space, so 
fully opening sliding doors were moved closer to 
the salon, allowing room for a hidden bar as well 
as a large TV in an open-air salon extension. In the 
salon, the owner and interior designer Marty Lowe 
drew from Italy's best furniture companies with 
Edra, Minotti and Paola Lenti sofas, and placed 
them within a light-and-bright decor of whites and 
Penelope Oggi leathers setting off the Tanganyika 
woodwork. There is no formal dining table, but in- 
stead, a stylish table can be placed between the two 
white couches that sit crossways here. 

Those Edra couches are fascinating, using 
wedge-shaped backrests so guests can sit facing 
forward (toward a wall-mounted, 65-inch TV to 
create a two-row media room) or aft toward the 
stern. The wedges can also fit sideways, allowing 
guests to enjoy the opening terraces on each side 
(see “Open Spaces: A View from the Terrace"). It's 
another nod to Sanlorenzo's versatility, and, though 
I was prepared to disbelieve, it really is comfortable. 

The owner's suite fills the forward section of the 
house with entry through a dressing area that re- 
sembles a Loro Piana boutique, with stitched suede 
covering drawers with pull tabs. An Hermes free- 
standing hat rack accents this area. The master 
head is paneled in soapstone, including the show- 
er, and the vanity is also soapstone (see “Trending 
Now: Soapstone"). 

Three additional items are of note in the own- 
er's suite. First, the wraparound windows give a 
180-degree view forward and to the sides. 



TRENDING NOW: SOAPSTONE 


• THE BACKGROUND We first heard 
of soapstone when the inmate in 
The Shawshank Redemption made 
a chess set with it. Interior yacht 
designer Marty Lowe says we’ll be 
seeing it more often in galleys and 
heads, as on the Sanlorenzo SD112. 


• WHY IT WORKS Architectural-grade 
soapstone has three enviable prop- 
erties. First, it doesn’t stain. Second, 
it’s acid-resistant so there are no 
worries about spilling lemon juice or 
vinegar. Third, it’s heat-resistant, so 
you can put hot pans on the surface. 


• A LITTLE ADVICE The resilience of 
soapstone is why it’s used for science 
lab counters, but it’s softer than 
marble, so chefs should use a cutting 
board. Soapstone usually comes in 
gray but can be darkened with a few 
coatings of mineral oil. — c.c. 
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Tanganyika is the wood of choice for O. This extended planked overhang (top) is chic. The master suite in the forward section of the house has great vistas.

Crew quarters

A hydrau- 
lic transom door 
provides access to a 
garage vfor a tender 
and Jet Ski, although 
O carries just a small 
RIB. AMaiora 
launch is towed. 


Worried about privacy? A discreet stainless- 
steel gate on each side deck behind the stateroom 
windows can be closed to alert the crew. Second is 
the planking behind the couch forward that gives 
the effect of a curved ship’s hull, and third is a pan- 
tograph door opening to the side deck. This door 
provides access to a bow sitting area with a table 
for the owners. 

Four guest cabins are on the lower deck and 
each is en suite, with mirror queen staterooms aft 
and a pair of twin cabins with pullmans forward, 
making this a good layout for extended families 
with children. Access to the lower accommoda- 
tions as well as the upper-deck sky lounge is via 
a curved stairwell in the port entry foyer, and at 
first glance, it is a striking sculpture of polished 
stainless steel, glass and a three-deck bulkhead 
of soapstone ''bricks” that create an interesting 
texture. When you use the stairwell, you discover 
there are no handrails. At all. This was the owner’s 
design, and Sanlorenzo will of course add hand- 
rails on future builds if owners want them. 

The pilothouse is three steps below the sky 
lounge level and separated by a bulkhead to 


minimize distractions. O’s captain has a handy of- 
fice to port with desk, files and a swivel chair, and a 
settee is to starboard. Aboard this SD112, Simrad 
electronics in a three-monitor package was the 
gear of choice, as were CMC electric stabilizers 
to avoid piping hydraulic fluid through the yacht. 

The sky lounge is relaxing, with nubby Angiuoni 
fabrics on the couches and a planked wood over- 
head as a reminder that this is a yacht, not some 
New York penthouse. A partially covered after- 
deck has a table for alfresco meals plus access to 
the flybridge. One of the design features I liked 
is the faux funnel that provides a good-looking 
mount for the electronics while remaining clas- 
sic in style. Just forward is a spa surrounded by 
seating and sun pads, while the afterdeck is open 
for chaises and couches made for kicking back. 

Power for this SD112 is apair of 1,450-horsepower 
Caterpillar C32s (detuned from 1,600 horsepower), 
which reduces the maximum rpm from 2,350 to 
2,150. Given reasonable care, these engines should 
run forever under these loads. 

Yet O is no slouch when it comes to speed, topping 
out around 17 knots and having an extended range 
of 2,750 nautical miles at 11 knots, giving her long 
legs for cruising. Construction on the SD112 is su- 
perlative, with flawless joinerwork, hand-stitched 
leathers that practically shout Italian crafts- 
manship and metalwork that is pure eye candy. 

Six SD112s have already been sold, with three 
of them well into construction, which in San- 
lorenzo terminology means they’re currently be- 
ing "made to measure” for their future owners. O

folding out, Transformers-style, 
to become a sitting area.

of wine at sunset. The Sanlorenzo 
112’s terraces don’t have all the 
usual hydraulic clutter of tubing 
and pumps on display, either: 
They’re clean, and the sliding doors 
open wide. Imagine, both terraces 


and doors open wide, with dinner 
being served in the salon among 
the gentle sea breezes and the 
epic views. And then comes the 
unexpected pleasure of the moonlit 
water reflecting in the mirrors over 
the dining table.

HE BIG QUESTION facing US on the 
morning Tropical Storm Ana ap- 
proached was whether to run the Intra- 
coastal Waterway from Morehead City, 
North Carolina, to Norfolk, Virginia, wait out the 
storm, or head out into the Atlantic and try to out- 
run it. We trusted our Outer Reef, Guided Discov- 
ery, and chose the Atlantic. Some perspective: On 
another trip, we'd encountered a frontal passage at 
Cape Hatteras, and within 20 minutes the winds 
were gusting up to 54 knots. All of a sudden there 
were 7- to 9-foot waves and it was 10 o'clock at night. 

In this case. Ana's winds were gusting above 60 
knots nearly 100 miles to our south. Even with a 
fairly good forecast we knew we'd have about 12 
hours of heavy seas. And then once we rounded 


Cape Hatteras it was forecast to dimin- 
ish. That's exactly what happened. We 
encountered 10- to 12-foot waves on 
a southeasterly heading going around 
Diamond Shoal. Fortunately the wave 
period was between seven and nine seconds — we 
sat there counting the seconds. We took a lot of 
spray, but Guided Discovery never buried her nose. 

Three hours after rounding Cape Hatteras we 
were in 3- to 4-footers. The sun was setting. It was 
lovely. Not many people get to test the outer limits 
of a boat safely I've now seen this one handle 10 
to 12 feet on at least two points of sail. Outer Reef 
says they can do 18 feet, but I don't think I ever 
want to go and find that out. • LESSON learned: Be 
conservative in rough conditions, even if you think 
the boat can handle it. Should something go wrong, 
you're all by yourself, possibly miles from help. 
• YOU’D NEVER KNOW: In September 2014 we sold our 
Chicago property to live full time at sea, with two 
permanent slips in Florida and Massachusetts. - j.l.

W HEN WE LEFT home for our new life 
on the oceans aboard Emily Grace, our 
8-year-old daughter, also Emily, was too 
scared to put her head underwater. That 
changed pretty quickly Emily would soon be swim- 
ming with dolphins in the Caribbean, sea lions in 
Galapagos and sharks in Samoa. 

What really stuck with us, though, was our time 
among the most remote islands in the South Pacific. 
The three of us decided to dink ashore to an atoll 
called Awai (near Vanuatu but not recognized by 
Google). When we stepped foot onto the island, a lo- 
cal man greeted us and then led us around to his vil- 
lage on the other (windward) side of the island, away 
from our anchorage near two other yachts. In the vil- 
lage were several structures for cooking, and drink-

sponder buoy he’d found. It had broken 
free from a longline fishing rig and con- 
tained a battery, solar panel, LED lights, 
transponder and GPS. I asked another 
traveling cruiser in the anchorage if he 
could help us rewire some of the parts to 
give this man his first solar light. 

When we disassembled the buoy, we 
found that the battery was still working. 
I donated some tinned wire and a toggle 
switch to the project, which we com- 
pleted the next day. We mounted the LED inside 
half a coconut shell along with my on-off toggle 
switch. This all hung from the thatched roof and 
was wired to the solar panel and battery still inside 
the waterproof buoy. As you can guess, there was a 
lot of sunshine to charge the battery during the day. 
That evening the man and his family had their first 
night light. It had to be one of the most satisfying 
moments of our six-year journey# LESSON LEARNED: 
Never let stories from other people scare you away 
from an adventure.

onto the beach, squarely in the footsteps of the leg- 
endary explorer Sir Ernest Shackleton. Being so 
close to the Antarctic Circle, you'd think the chill in 
the air would have dominated Lyons' senses, but in- 
stead it was the sounds that overwhelmed him: layer 
upon layer of trumpet blasts. Their source? King 
penguins. Some 200,000 ofthem blended together 
like grains of sand, actually Z^eco/n the landscape 
as far as Lyons could see on South Georgia Island. 

“There are plenty of places where you can see 
wildlife in the world," says Lyons, whose company, 
EYOS Expeditions, specializes in remote yacht ex- 
peditions, “but none of them are like this." 



The penguins on this day were part of a bigger 
scene. Elephant seals had begun to battle. Lyons 
turned to watch the behemoths — which can grow 
to more than 20 feet and 8,800 pounds — throwing 
around their considerable weight. Each wants a ha- 
rem of 40 to 50 females during breeding season, and 
he doesn't care how many puny, 200-pound humans 
are watching when he establishes his turf. 

Lyons stood motionless, mesmerized not only 
by the heavyweight posturing, but also by the roars, 
which reverberated across the beach like nothing 
man-made ever could. 

“South Georgia is wildlife on steroids," says Ly- 
ons, whose job takes him to many remote cruis- 
ing destinations, including the Galapagos Islands 
about 600 miles west of Ecuador. “I love Galapagos, 
but this is Galapagos off the charts." 

Lyons is reliving his most exciting days on South 
Georgia and Antarctica, about 2,500 miles to its 
south, because he is preparing to help a new group 
of charter guests share the same experiences. From 
this November through February 2016, his team 
will be working with the 220-foot Alloy Vertigo, a 
Philippe Briand design that was built in 2011 and 
has spent the past four years cruising the South 
Pacific, Asia, the Mediterranean and the Caribbean. 
Now, after 100,000 miles of exploring. Vertigo’s two 
captains and thrill- seeking crew are preparing for 
what they consider the charter trips of a lifetime, to 
the world's most exotic cold-weather region. 

Really, it's a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity.

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“I don't think Vertigo will do Antarctica again/' 
says Capt. Barry de Kock, who rotates duties at the 
helm with Capt. Shane Quinlan, “li anyone wants to 
charter a big sailing boat down there, this will be it." 

Vertigo is one of the world's most luxurious and 
technologically advanced sailing yachts for charter, 
but even she needs some tweaking before heading 
to the Antarctic Circle. As of this writing, Lyons 
and his team were overseeing cold-water vessel 
prep (including heaters on some fuel lines). They 
have to ensure proper tenders are aboard. (“Those 
million-dollar tenders that look good in Monaco 
usually aren't the best in a place like Antarctica," 
Lyons says.) Then there's the staffing of expedition 
leaders for the excursions by foot, kayak and tender. 

No, Vertigo will not be the first sailing yacht to 
venture into these waters, but those who are close 
to her say she will be arguably the most modern and 
well equipped, even without an ice-breaking hull. 

“Sailing yachts are, by their nature, built to take 
extreme loads, often more so than motoryachts," 
says Tom DeBuse, director of charter management 
at Y.CO. “There are far-smaller sailing yachts plying 
these waters every summer season." 

Vertigo’s owner, like most yacht owners who visit 
Antarctica, plans to use some of the four- month sea- 
sonal time frame for his own expeditions. But he's 
leaving a few weeks open for select charter clients. 

“We're talking two months, at best, to play with," 
de Kock says. “If a charter takes three weeks, we 
get two of those, and that's it. We're done. There 
aren't a lot of slots available." 

Two to three weeks per charter are necessary, 
de Kock and Lyons say, to reach the most remote 
locations, and because the cruising terrain requires 
adjustments to the wind and waves as well as to the 
ever-shifting ice floes, which can force delays. 

The excursions are big draws. At Deception Island, 
which is a flooded volcano caldera, guests can float 
on the Antarctic Sea, surrounded by glacial ice with 
warm currents coming from the hot rocks below. 

“You enter through this narrow channel," Lyons 
says. “Earlier explorers would have sailed right 
past it. All of the sudden you go through and there 
are whaling ruins and a thin trickle of volcanically

warmed water. The first 6 inches or so of water are 
warmer. You can't really swim, but you can wallow." 

In the Weddell Sea, entire days can be spent ex- 
ploring by tender or kayak in “Iceberg Alley." Char- 
ter guests can grab thousand-year-old chunks of 
ice that Vertigo’s crew will later mix in an Old Fash- 
ioned glass with a favorite liquor. 

“That's where you might find some of the spectac- 
ular tabular icebergs, which have broken off from 
an ice shelf and could be a half-mile or a mile long," 
Lyons says. “There's a tremendous procession of 
these huge, fantastic shapes. They're just immense, 
up to 400 feet deep, some of them." 

At Detaille Island — just past the Antarctic Cir- 
cle — is the chance to visit a deserted British base 
that has been untouched since the 1950s, and that 
today sits like a fly in amber, preserved far beyond 
the reach of civilization.

Swim with sharks. Marvel at tortoises hundreds of years old. Scuba dive with giant manta rays. These are the 
top charter locales for those who want an experience with that lobster dinner. 



RAJA AMPAT: INDONESIA AT ITS WILDEST 

Two spectacular regions are beginning to open up for charter in 
Indonesia: Raja Ampat and Komodo. In Raja Ampat, economic de- 
velopment still centers around pearl farming and self-sustaining 
villages.

galApagos: where odd creatures rule 

What made the Galapagos Islands so fascinating to Charles Darwin 
in the 1800s is what makes them a bucket-list destination today. 
Giant tortoises, blue-footed boobies, those famous finches — all of 
them are still here, and still unafraid of people. Step off your yacht 
and onto the beach, and a sea lion just may sit next to you and pose. 
BEST TIME TO GO: Year-round 
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'The base is just left there as if somebody went out 
for lunch ” Lyons says. “They quickly had to aban- 
don the base, so there are a lot of old artifacts there. 
I remember old telegrams and weather reports still 
lying about, cans of food that are left over.” 

In Marguerite Bay, guests will have 24 hours of 
sunlight to explore the southernmost elephant seal 
colony known to man. While on the beach in South 
Georgia, there might be 2,000 elephant seals, here 
there might be only 20 to 50. 

“Very few commercial ships that worked in Ant- 
arctica got that far south,” Lyons says of Marguerite 
Bay. “You feel like you're completely removed from 
everything. Even in Antarctica, only the most ad- 
venturous folks get down that far.” 

It's about three days of cruising from there up to 
South Georgia, where those hundreds of thousands 
of penguins dominate the scene. The route crosses 
the same waters that made Shackleton and his crew 
legendary as early marine explorers. Vertigo, of 
course, offers quite a few more creature comforts 
than those seafarers enjoyed in 1915. 

Start with the fully enclosable aft deck, tailor- 
made for dining with near-water-level views of 
the scenery all around. Then move indoors for 
lounging on Christian Liaigre-selected furnish- 
ings. And there's the small classroom forward of 
the salon with its own television and white board. 
The owner uses the classroom space for cruising 
with his children and their teacher, but char- 
ter guests can take lessons on local wildlife and 
geology (while nibbling on gourmet canapes, of 
course) before making landfall at South Georgia. 

The lessons aboard the yacht will make en- 
counters in South Georgia all the more mean- 
ingful. There, days ashore can include those up- 
close interactions with the king penguins and 
elephant seals. Then there's a stop at Grytviken, 
near Shackleton's final resting place, and an aban- 
doned whaling station with a museum. 

It's unusual to be aboard a charter yacht with the 
nearest hint of a crowd thousands of miles away. 
This itinerary is the definition of remote. All of 
South Georgia is home to only 40 or 50 people, most 
of them at the British Antarctic Survey research 


station. Vertigo and her 10 to 12 guests, plus her crew, 
can nearly double the number of human beings at 
the outpost during certain times of the year. 

The sheer uniqueness of being there, Lyons says, 
is what makes yacht charters so memorable. 

“No other destination will leave our guests as 
fundamentally changed and affected as a trip into 
Antarctica or South Georgia,” he says. “That may 
sound over the top, but it's true.” 

This comes from a man who’s stood there, with 
penguins playing at his feet and elephant seals fight- 
ing within a few yards. The place is more than ice 
formations on the bottom side of the world. 

“Antarctica leaves people looking at things in a 
different light,” he says. “It's just that powerful.” O

A fresh 25-knot breeze was piping over the 
port quarter, and Mar Mostro — Puma Ocean Racing’s entrant in the 2011- 
12 Volvo Ocean Race — was smoking along under a full sail from Alicante, 
Spain (and the race’s start) to Cape Town, South Africa. Skipper Ken Read 
had just come off watch when his ears were jarred. Bang! The noise sang out 
from the rig. MarMostro stood up on her lines as boat speed plummeted from 
23 knots to zero. “The mast is down! The mast is down!” shouted crew mem- 
ber Ryan Godfrey from the cockpit. The sailors could barely react before the 
stopwatch to salvage their race campaign, and perhaps much more, started. >

Here the team was, 660 miles from the nearest 
speck of land: Tristan da Cunha (population: 275), 
the world's most remote inhabited archipelago, 
where supplies arrive via cargo ship four times a year. 

But the wheels were in motion. The team's 


technologies that allowed them to make 
instant contact with shore support from 
deep in the south Atlantic Ocean. 

Telephones lit up on multiple coasts. 
Puma Ocean Racing's shore team re- 
ceived a call in Newport, Rhode Island. 
So did Volvo Ocean Race officials in 
Spain and Berg Propulsion (a sponsor) 
in Gothenburg, Sweden. Family and 
friends of the multinational crew were 
alerted too. International maritime 
traffic sprang into action. Sourcing die- 
sel was Read's primary concern since

that makes 1990 seem like it was 125 years ago. 
We have round-the-clock satellite communication, 
EPIRB-signal monitoring and — at least in U.S. 
waters — world-class rescue services. While this 
technology provides a wider safety net, the only 
way to ensure real safety and sustainability at sea 
is with know-how and a combination of new and 
well-tested safety gear. That's what immediately 
came into play for the crew of Mar Mostro. 

Despite their predicament. Read and compa- 
ny never relinquished their passion to finish the 
race, one they'd devoted five years to attempt- 
ing. That kind of resolve might have been their 
greatest asset as they pressed on toward Cape 
Town. They also had assistance at hand, literally. 

“It was kind of weird," Read says. “Because the first 
thing we did was get on the phone." 

Thirty years ago. Read and his crew 
would have had to use single- sideband 
radio. But in this case they were the ben- 
eficiaries of satellite communication

backup rig, which was in Rhode Island, began its 
747- aided migration to Cape Town. After consulting 
with race officials, the team issued a pan-pan. The 
captain of a Russian-fiagged cargo ship received the 
message and diverted his vessel 100 miles to trans- 
fer 1,000 liters of diesel to the stricken race boat. 

The fuel arrived 18 hours after Read's initial call, 
kindling a glimmer of hope. 

“One of the scariest moments," Read says, “was 
being tied up next to this massive steel building, 
in our little carbon-fiber boat, in the middle of 
the ocean, trying to get fuel aboard — via rope — 
from 200 feet in the air." 

Two and a half days later, the team was welcomed 
on Tristan da Cunha, where it remained for five days. 
A ship was dispatched from Durban, South Africa, 
and upon its arrival. Read watched in suspense as 
Mar Mostro was hoisted onto the cargo deck and 
lowered into her cradle, the crew synco- 
pating their moves with the 6-foot swell. 

The team spent five days en route to 
Cape Town scrutinizing its broken rig. 

“The weak link was a hanger pin that 
held a port shroud," Read says. “It was 
always going to end in tears." 

Miraculously, the team arrived in 
Cape Town in time for the in-port racing 
and the start of the race's second leg. It 
eventually made history by reaching the 
podium (third, overall) seven months 
later, despite not having finished the first 
offshore leg under sail. Had it not been 
for the team's satellite communication 


system, there's no telling how it might 
have ended for the Mar Mostro crew.

Tim Kent had every reason to feel confident. He 
and co-skipper Rick McKenna were settling into a 
fast night of close-reaching, 110 miles north of Ber- 
muda in 25 to 30 knots of air. Even better, profes- 
sional oceanographer Jenifer Clark predicted that 
a favorable Gulf Stream eddy would give a boost to 
Everest Horizontal, Kent's Jim Antrim-designed 
Open 50, during the first night of the 2003 Bermu- 
da One-Two, en route to Newport, Rhode Island. 

Two months earlier, Kent and the boat had 
completed the Around Alone solo circumnavi- 
gation race. While Everest Horizontal had suf- 
fered a hard grounding during a tow into Tau- 
ranga. New Zealand, the boat had fared fine all 
the way home. Now they were moving with ease, 
and with Clark's encouraging report still in hand. 

Until ... hoom\ 

Everest Horizontal rounded up, and Kent in- 
stinctively moved to the autopilot. No such luck. A 
glance over the side revealed the keel strut unbur- 
dened of its 4,200-pound keel bulb. The boat no lon- 
ger had ballast. Within 90 seconds it capsized. Kent 
grabbed the ditch bag containing the boat's SOLAS 
flares. McKenna reached for the EPIRB and hand- 
held VHF radio. They were now in the ocean. 

'Tt was rough, and blowing hard," Kent recalls. 

They clambered aboard the slippery, upturned 
hull, each man clinging to a rudder. Just as the true 
severity of their predicament registered, a large 
figure loomed on the horizon: a Royal Caribbean 
cruise ship. Using his waterproof headlamp — a 
piece of mission-critical gear, says Kent 
— to read the instructions, Kent loosed 
a flare to attract attention. He quickly 
followed this with a volley of additional 
flares, which punctuated the night sky. 

''By the time I fired off the second flare, 
the ship had already turned toward us," 

Kent says. About 90 minutes later, Kent 
was aboard the Nordic Express, sur- 
prised to find that the captain employed 
the same Jenifer Clark-produced Gulf 
Stream analysis that he had been using. 

Kent's next call was to a still-sleepy- 
eyed Clark to thank her for saving his 
life: If her analysis hadn't directed all 
actors to the same stage corner, the end 
result would have been far more serious.

Kent says grabbing the safety flares was the 
smartest thing he and McKenna did before going 
swimming. "It never occurred to me that I'd need 
to be rescued at sea. But if you do, a Royal Caribbean 
cruise ship is a nice place to wind up." 

THE RESCUE MAN 

Gabe Pulliam is one of a kind. Make that one of 370. 
That's how many U.S. Coast Guard rescue swimmers 
there are, which is why he gets called into the most 
dire situations — like the one involving an injured 
sailor 45 miles off Big Sur, California, not long ago. 

On that night, a thick fog conspired against Pul- 
liam and his team of two pilots and one flight me- 
chanic. Their helicopter's fuel was low. Visibility 
was horrible. Seas of 15 feet complicated matters. 

U.S. Coast Guard procedures dictate that Pull- 
iam either jump from the helicopter or be lowered 
into the water near the sailboat and swim to it, but 
the inky darkness and the sailboat's wildly rocking 
mast rendered plans A and B unworkable. Instead, 
the team would lower Pulliam into the water near 
a waiting Coast Guard rescue vessel, which would 
transport him to the sailboat. 

Pulliam shook off the punishing hours from the 
helicopter ride (Coast Guard helicopters aren't ex- 
actly Boeing 787 Dreamliners), donned his fins and 
rode a cable into the storm-tossed seas. 

"The sailor had hit his head and couldn't answer 
my questions," Pulliam said. Two factors limited 
his options: the severity of the man's injuries and 
the helicopter's dwindling fuel. Pulliam radioed 
the copter and advised that he and the 
patient would enter the water together 
and would ride tandem in the basket — a 
dangerous but time-effective maneuver. 

"We typically don't do this," said Pul- 
liam, who has served as a rescue swim- 
mer for 15 years, "but I needed to help 
him medically as quickly as possible." 

The mission was successful, but Pull- 
iam and his crew mates weren't finished. 
After a long flight back to base, they still 
had to wash down the entire helicopter 
— saltwater corrosion is yet another risk. 

"Eighty-five percent of our time is 
spent maintaining equipment," Pulliam 
explained. "It's not Hollywood." Then, 
and only then, did the team rest. ©

THE HALO 
EFFECT 

Why every yachtsman should know about 
pulse-compression technology. 

By David Schmidt 


A ircraft carriers don’t commonly break apart on radar 
screens, but that’s what we thought we were beholding as 
we plied the fog-choked waters of Muscongus Bay en route 
from Port Clyde to East Boothbay Maine. This was 1988. 
My dad and I studied the black-and-white monitor of our 
then-contemporary radar, eyeing a massive vessel maybe 3 miles off our 
starboard bow. Minutes later, we watched — horrified — as our presumed 
“aircraft carrier” fractured into 15 tightly packed targets. Rushing above

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deck, we heard voices in the fog and re- 
alized we had passed a small powerboat 
flotilla, no boats of which were likely 
aware of our presence. Our radar guid- 
ed us through the pea-soup fog, but its 
lack of target separation made for some 
memorably unnerving moments. 

Flash forward 27 years, and I find my- 
self plying the waters off Duck Key, Flor- 
ida, aboard Capt. Mark Maus' Yellowfin 
36, staring at a 19-inch Simrad display. 
Ahead is the Overseas Highway. A trans- 
mission tower, complete with several 
resident birds, is just off our starboard 
beam. On the monitor, all of these targets 
appear in full color, clearly separated and 
identifiable. This impressive imagery 
comes compliments of Simrad's Halo-4, 
the world's first (and, as of this writing, 
only) pulse-compression radar. 

While traditional radar dates to pre- 
World War 1 1 years, these units relied on a 
magnetron to transmit short (one micro- 
second or less), narrow, wedge-shaped 
pulses of radio-frequency (RF) energy 
before cycling to receive mode to listen 
for echoes — a two-step that the units 
perform 400 to 4,000 times per second. 


Next-generation magnetron radars of- 
fered dramatically improved filtering, 
target separation and image resolution. 
High-definition radar followed, but cer- 
tain drawbacks remained, including a 
main bang (which reduces short-range 
performance), lengthy warm-up times, 
the inability to transmit and receive 
simultaneously, and rain-attenuation 
issues (which affect all radars). 

Solid-state radar — including current- 
generation broadband offerings from 
B&G, Lowrance and Simrad — was in- 
troduced in late 2008, and while these 


Halo's target separation easily allows 
you to see boats in crowded marinas. 
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radars provide excellent short-range 
imagery, they don't yield the same long- 
range performance as pulse-modulated 
radar. Not so with Halo, says Don Korte, 
Simrad's senior product manager for ra- 
dar, who explained that Halo's solid-state, 
pulse-compression technology uses a 
gallium nitride X-band power amplifier 
instead of a magnetron, allowing Halo to 
“see" targets as close as 20 feet and as far 
away as 48 to 72 nautical miles. The net 
result, says Korte, is a system that offers 
good short-range performance, excellent 
medium-range performance and good to 
excellent long-range performance. 

“Halo has everything that Fve ever 
wanted in a radar," said Korte, adding 
that the 25-watt Halo-4 delivers imagery 
that's comparable to that of a 6 kW Sim- 
rad magnetron radar, with better target- 
detection specifications than IMO -class 
radar. Additionally, Halo offers instant- 
on performance, low radiation emissions, 
sector blanking and dual range sans sig- 
nal loss — allowing users to simultane- 
ously monitor two distance ranges, each 
with its own display controls. Halo also 
can track up to 20 MARPA targets (see 


TARGET LOCK: KEEPING SAEE DISTANCE 


AIS ameliorates many otherwise testy crossing situations, provided 
of course that both vessels are properly equipped. Fortunately, most 
high-end radar systems — including Halo — have either automatic 
radar plotting aid (ARPA), which automatically acquires radar 
targets once they enter a defined guard zone, or mini automatic 
radar plotting aid (MARPA), which allows a user to manually select 
targets. Once acquired, ARPA/MARPA tracks each target and 
generates navigational data including range, bearing, course and 


speed. If this math sounds complicated, you’re right: To crunch 
these numbers, a radar pulls speed and course information from 
a networked GPS and (typically) a heading sensor; information 
about the other vessel is derived from radar returns. Because of 
these complexities and their inherent lag times, ARPA/MARPA 
data isn’t as accurate as AIS information, but these radar features 
are useful for categorizing targets ("safe” or "dangerous”) and for 
sounding an alarm if a target enters a predetermined geofence. — d.s. 
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sidebar). Moreover, Halo uses the largest 
available field programmable gate array 
(FPGA) processor and digital filtration to 
give users sophisticated, preprogrammed 
modes (e.g.. Bird, Weather or Harbor). 

While magnetron radars transmit 
short, fixed-frequency pulses — and 
broadband radars transmit a linear 
sweep that's similar to CHIRP sounder 
technology — each Halo transmission 
contains an initial, 40-nanosecond RF 
pulse followed by up to five discrete and 
variable-length CHIRP-like transmis- 
sions that provide both short- and long- 
range performance (shorter CHIRP 
bursts provide great short-range but 
poor long-range performance, and vice 
versa). Halo can apply beam sharpening, 
which substantially narrows the pulse 
and helps yield higher-performance 
target resolution, and it transmits 500 
to 2,000 bursts per second. 

“All CHIRP transmissions have a blind 
spot,” said Korte, who explained that 


longer CHIRP transmissions have in- 
herently longer dead zones (main bangs) 
than shorter ones. “With Halo, we take 
the data from the shorter CHIRPs and 
add it together with the longer CHIRPs 
and use a software blend algorithm to 
create a composite image that stitches 
all six pulses into one radial data stream.” 

Like all radar. Halo uses the echo princi- 
ple to determine range and bearing to tar- 
gets, although how the system processes 
echoes is new. Once the echo returns. Halo 
compresses the CHIRP into an RF-energy 
pulse that's up to 150 times shorter than 
the original transmission before calculat- 
ing the range to the target by measuring 
the original transmission's time delay. 
Bearing is resolved by determining the an- 
tenna's angle at the time of transmission. 

The result is a system that provides 
stunning short- and long-range imag- 
ery, and world-class target separation. 
Halo uses a brushless gear motor that 
generates low decibel levels, and it has 


a life cycle of 10,000 hours and the abili- 
ty to see targets through light rain. Best 
yet. Halo's operating system and its 
FPGA allow Simrad to release software 
upgrades with additional features and 
preprogrammed modes. 

Halo comes in three sizes: the 3-foot 
Halo-3 ($4,500), the 4-foot Halo-4 
($5,000) and the 6-foot Halo-6 ($5,500), 
and is compatible with Simrad's NSS 
evo2 multifunction display and the NSO 
evo2 black-box marine processor. 

Halo is designed for small- to medium- 
size yachts, but this technology will likely 
be scaled up to larger yachts. Still, some 
large vessels are already using Halo, in- 
cluding the M80 Stiletto, the U.S. Navy's 
experimental pentamaran littoral com- 
bat vessel and a ferry in New Zealand. 
Much like its decorative blue LED accent 
lights. Halo's high-res imagery, easy-to- 
use modes and dual-range performance 
have a powerful effect that's distinctive 
from everything else on the market. &

Aeronautic and architectural design influences this voluminous superyacht.

L ooking at the sprawling 
1,750-square-foot terrace 
on the stern on the 180 -foot 
X-Easy, you might think the 
''X” stands for extra, as in "Extra 
Easy.” But designer Stefano Pas- 
trovich, a longtime pilot and fan of 
aeronautic design, puts an X in front 
of all of his concepts, just like some 
aircraft manufacturers do. 

While theX-Easyhas aerodynam- 
ic curves, the designer’s primary goal 
was to create a palatial beach house. 
Many builders have jumped on the 



"beach house” concept, with simpler, 
less formal interiors, but X-Easy’s 
massive cockpit terrace, complete 
with a barbecue fire pit, joining to 
the 550-square-foot swim platform 
establishes a new paradigm. 

"On most yachts, you have a large 
separation from where the one deck 
goes up and the other goes down,” 
says Pastrovich.

The yacht’s forward superstruc- 
ture also allows more rear exterior 
space. Pastrovich says that most

SEA WOLF 


The Nordhavn 62 is a voyage-inspiring world traveler. 
By Jeffrey Moser 


A S ALL DOGS are descended 

from Canis lupus, Nordhavns 
are derived from Robert 
Beebe's 40-foot passagemaker 
and tome of full-displacement 
design, Voyaging Under Power. “We used 
Beebe's boat as a guideline to design and 
build [our first boat]," said Jim Leishman, 
founder of Nordhavn. “All of our subse- 
quent designs are based on that first boat." 

The 62 is another such example, but it did 
head into a new design direction. 

“It was a radical boat for its day," ex- 
plained Dan Streech, president of Nord- 
havn. She resembles an oceangoing 
freighter, with a bulbous bow, a sweeping 
foredeck and a pilothouse well aft. The 
bulbous bow reduces resistance and pitch 
motion, increasing comfort and range, and 
that pilothouse with its commanding views 
is protected by a Portuguese bridge, high 
bulwarks and half- inch, forward- slanting 
tempered-glass windows. 

Fully loaded, the 62 tips the scales at 
155,000 pounds. Streech referred to this 
vessel as a tank. Her solid laminate hull 
is more than 4 inches thick at the bow, 
strengthened with a series of longitudinal 
and transverse stringers. She's got a solid 
laminated main deck from bow to stern, 
and for added stiffness and strength, an 
Airex-core superstructure. More than 7,000

pounds of ballast in her deep 
keel help provide stability as 
2,600 gallons of diesel burn 
off from four fuel tanks. 

Systems are carefully 
designed with an eye on both 
simplicity and redundancy. 
The one-two punch of a 
keel-cooled engine and dry 
exhaust system is a thing of 
beauty: It obviates the need 
for a raw-water pump and 
a through-hull, and elimi- 
nates the sound and smell of 
exhaust gas, which is vented 
well above the aft deck. 

For a boat designed to 
go anywhere, redundant 
“get-home" power is a box 
an experienced mariner will 
check. The 50-horsepower 
wing engine with feathering 
prop can provide the vessel 
with a speed of 6 knots. 

Streech called the 62 “the 
face of Nordhavn," and that 


reputation extends to her in- 
terior. While woods vary by 
owner specifications, many 
62s feature teak throughout, 
with teak-and-spruce soles 
in her salon, three (or four) 
staterooms and pilothouse, 
and with varnished teak cab- 
inetry and high-end joinery. 

Nordhavn keeps an eye on 
its vessels, so the company 
knows that its 62s have done 
some impressive passage- 
making. Thirty- seven were 
built between 1993 and 2010, 
and these boats have racked 
up more than I million nauti- 
cal miles with more than 50 
ocean crossings and two cir- 
cumnavigations. I found four 
62s for sale, from $1,195,000 
for a 1999 on Australia's 
Gold Coast to $1,890,000 
for a 2008 in California. 

Take your pick, reader; the 
next horizon awaits.

Dreaming of a smaller boat. 
By Jay Coyle 


I 've just returned from an expedi- 
tion with a couple of pals — Nick and 
Andrew. Andrew's goal was to order 
a custom craft, and Fd been retained 
(free lunch) as an adviser. The budget 
was just 16 feet 7 inches. Most custom yacht 
builders have display models that size. 

We were already in trouble when we set 
course for an airport near the yard to meet 
the builder for lunch. We seated ourselves 
and continued debating design requirements 
among ourselves until the builder called — 
oops ... wrong airport. While digesting the 
thought that we'd actually gone to an airport 
to eat, I realized my pal Andrew (the buyer) 
was unprepared — he had no idea what he 
''needed." I'd seen it before. 

Andrew is an experienced yachtsman 
and a veteran yacht broker, but when it gets 
personal the pros often lose their way. If An- 
drew had been a shoe salesman he'd be stuck 
somewhere between a Converse high-top 


and a Gucci loafer. 

"Your vision is brilliant," I 
said, "but I'm not sure what 
you're looking for exists in 16 
feet 7 inches." 

"That's why you two are here," 
explained Andrew. 

What he really needed was a 
good yacht broker or perhaps a 
12-step program. Instead, he'd 
opted for a therapy session at 
a regional airport lounge with 
two hopeless enablers. 

"Jay, you're my boat designer," 
Andrew reminded, "and Nick ... 
you've done what I intend to do." 

"But Nick's boat deck was 
aboard a 70-foot expedition 
yacht," I said. 

Andrew's vision was to 
park a flats skiff atop a new 
expedition-outfitted 42-foot 


Nordic Tug. What's more, he'd 
found a skiff builder who knew 
how to do it. Mark Castlow was 
building boats long before the 
suits in private equity took 
up the trade. His company. 
Dragonfly Boatworks, builds 
"technical skiffs" — real flats 
skiffs that can be pushed by 
pole and modest horsepower. 
His shop is more skunk works 
than production facility, and his 
15 craftsmen are not bound by 
"standard models." 

Mark has built Dragonfly 
skiffs for a music legend, a 
well-known clothing designer 
and a lot of skinny water fishing 
nuts. All had one thing in 
common — what they "needed" 
did not exist, so Mark built it. 
Dreaming of fly-fishing aboard 
a powered paddle board crafted 
from recycled carbon fiber? 

No problem! 

While touring the shop, I 
spotted Andrew ogling a 
17-footer with a folding bow. As 
it exceeded his budgeted length 
overall, I suggested he might 
keep the bow in the lazarette 
— minimizing weight aloft was 
also a challenge. 

Mark: "With a few tweaks 
she'd come in at 500 pounds." 

"Could you take a foot off the 
stern?" wondered Andrew. 

"Whatever you want," Mark 
told him. 

These days "custom build" 
usually means choosing the 
sofa on a 120-footer. I'm glad 
there are still dreamers like 
Andrew and boatbuilders like 
Mark. I'm looking forward to a
